It is well known here that Ballin 
disagreed ,with the Admiral Von 
Tirpitz when the latter wanted to 
sink everything in sight in the North 
Sea and channel regardiess of na- 
tionality, but his first clash with the 
fallen naval dignitary is of earlier 
date. 

A little over a year Ballin 
told Von Tirpitz he thought the Ger- 
man government had committed a 
number of biunders, and the great- 
est of those was they had sought a 
solution in the east and given Eng- 
land time to organize her forces. 
Instead of this, he said, Germany 
should have made every effort to 
crush France and then a landing in 
England should have been made 
from the captured French ports un- 
der the cover of the German navy. 

Tirpitz, however, insisted that he 
could never consent to the rman 
navy, which he had built up, being 
sent out against the British navy, as 
this would mean its annihilation. 

From the day it became clear to 
him that Von Tirpitz meant to keep 
the German fleet inactive inside 
the Kiel Canal and at the same time 
to carry out a policy of submarine 
warfare of the most reckless kind, 
which might drive the United States 
into the ranks of the allies, and mean 
the confiscation of all the Hambure- 
American ships new in American 
ports, Herr Ballin made up his mind 
to use every effort to bring about 
the downfall of Von Tirpitz: before 
it should be too late.

Taking Battle Pictures Requires 
Nerves of Steel. 

({Tit-Bits: ] One of the most 
perilous tasks of the war is the 
work of the war-cinema operator, 
cularly when he is engaged, as 
many of them now are, on recon- 
noitering work. At first these opera- 
tors were only used as an experi- 
ment, but they have since p 
of great practical value.

More often 
than not he is obliged to fly at a 
low altitude, otherwise his pictures 
would be valueless. 

Many men who have gone out on 
thes, perilous expeditions have never 
returned. As a precaution against 
the films falling into the hands of 
the enemy, the operators are pro- 
vided with a special apparatus 
which, should they be compelled to 
descend in the enemy's lines, en- 
ables them instantly to destroy their 
records 
These war-films show the experi- 
enced observer a great deal of what 
is going on behind the German lines. 
The enemy trenches are clearly 
visible, smoke from bursting shells 
indicates the accuracy of the French 
artillery fire, and tiny dots moving 
across the horizen are recognized as 
troops, convoys or guns. It is even 
possible to discern the Germans 
digging trenches or placing big guns 
in position. Th, cinemamen have 
often brought back excellent pic- 
tures taken from waterplanes, show- 
ing the movements of ships and the 
track periscopes.

for she has a high regard 
for the individual. To say that an 
artist paints like someone else is no 
great compliment to the artist in 
question, though many of the ultra- 
moderns seem to believe so, for you 
will observe that they paint in herds. 

You may think that very little in- 
dividuality can be expressed in the 
miniature, which appears to offer 
such a small area of surface for It. 
The miniature, you opine, is a thing 
of prettiness, an ivory tey studded 
with pearls. That was the miniature 
of yesterday, though even then it 
often went far beyond the exquisite 
trie, the pendant for a iady’s 
chatelaine. Today, at all events, it 
is not so. The miniature, three 
inches long by two inches wide, is 
not now a graceful trifle in art, but 
@n individual expression that is 
sometimes as potent as if its surface 
area were nine feet by four. 

This growth in the importance of 
the miniature has come about 
through the ve of the paint- 
ers themselves, who discovered that

A miniature painter of astonishing 
charm and originality, Clare Shep- 
ard, is now exhibiting twelve of her 
pictures, most of them portraits, at 
the Kanst gallery, Many of them 
come from the recent great exposi- 
tion in San Francisco, where they 
won a silver medal, and where Miss 
Shepard was one of the jury for the 
entire art section. The artist lives 
in Seattle. ition of the rare

She was asked 
to leave the miniatures in the gal- 
to the present 
time, and when she recently sent 
seven to the Pennsylvania Gallery, 
thinking they would pick out one or 
two for their exhibition, she was sur- 
prised and gratified to find that the 
jury kept all of them. 

Go to Kanst’s and study the minia- 
tures, and you will soon discover 
why they seemed so precious that 
not one could be discarded. They 
are very lovely, and, even better, 
they are very individual in treat- 
ment and conception. Miss Shep- 
ard’s sense for artistic beauty 
great, but even greater is her feel- 
ing for subtle characterization. She 
portrays many and varied types, but 
I like her best in such wonderful! 
little pictures as “The Pale Flower” 
and “Betrothed of the Raven.” In 
these the psychology is positively un- 
canny, and the refinement of their 
ome is something to wonder at. 
Here is individual interpretation that 
is seldom approached even by the 
masters in the big. Here, too, is 
pictorial arrangement that no one 
may cavil at, so close is it to per- 
fection. 

How superbly and delightfully dif- 
ferent is “Bertha,” a little girl in 
white, sitting on a stool with an 
orange in her hand, her bare feet 
ornamented with sandals; or “Kath- 
leen,” a smiling young woman who

More in what we may call Miss 
Shepard's “mystic manner,” again, 
are the portraits called “Mary” and 
“Miss Tisken.” ‘The first has a deli- 
cate and exquisite scheme of color, 
and represents a young girl with 
golden hair and dreamy sea-biue 
eyes. The oval face is seen against 
a sgray-blue background. “Miss 
Fisken” has a lovely pose, the eyes 
turned slightly sideways, as is often 
the case with the sitters in Miss 
Shepard's portrait studies. 

When a miniaturist offers us such 
pictures as these he is assuredly en- 
titled to a front seat in the show.

Twelve boys took an abandoned 
hand-car and placed it on the Lack- 
awanna tracks near the Paterson 
station.

Dr. Coe, it 
is said, plans to provide a liberal 
endewment for the infirmary. He 
is a graduate of Bowdoin, of the 
class of 1857. 


As a result of a bit of gallantry 
to a woman more than three years 
ago, Frank H. Canning, formerly of 
Philadelphia and later of :Clarks- 
boro, N. J., is to receive $200,000 
as soon as he can be located. He 
is supposed to be working: in an 
eastern powder mill and detectives 
are searching for him. : 

Mrs. J. T. Elkins of Detroit, 
widow of a wealthy ranch owner, 
died several weeks ago, leaving an 
estate of $400,000. Half of the 
money goes to Mr. Canning, the re- 
mainder to a charitable institution 
in Detroit.

Just as one is unable to hear 
a spiritual sermon which exceeds ten 
minutes. The brain stops working, 


ennui, seizes one and devours him. 
Even one’s lover may bore one if 
he unduly prolongs his eloquence. 

The arts travel in company with 
one another, and so it is that liter- 
ary people usually take an interest 
in music and pictures. The literary 
folk of the latter part of the eight- 
eenth and the earlier part of the 
nineteenth centuries became inter- 
ested in music, and wrote about it, 
while musicians, many of them, 
took up letters and recorded their 
impressions of music. All of which 
Was very salutary. 


Probably the most influential crit- 
te of those times was the composer, 
Robert Schumann. Schumann was 
what is called a constructive critic— 
be gave his literary talent to the 
discovery of genius rather than to 
the discovery of pretense. He was 
genial and generous and eager to 
bestow praise. The miracle of Schu- 
mann is that with the passing of 
opinions still hold. Time 
has only added to his glory as a 
critic, instead, as was the case with 
Ruskin, of showing up his preju- 
dices. A critic must have, of course, 
certain prejudices in order to write 
with force, conviction and individu- 
ality, but they must: be based upon 
sound principles of esthetics, rather 
than upon personalities. Schumann 
felt no jealousy, no sense of com- 
petition, and no desire to startle. His 
pet prejudice was against opera, 
and surely that is something in his 
favor. If. there is one prejudice 
which it is easy to forgive in a critic 
it is a prejudice against opera. The 
moment one disapproves of opera he 


begins to be interesting. You at 
once know that he is an Be meson 
ent if not a revolutionary. co 


opera has its place; if it hadn't no 
one would compose it or attend it; 
but so has a game of solitaire its 
place, or no one would play it. 

Of course in a smaller man this 
aversion to operatic style might 
have biased his mind beyond repair, 
but that was not the case with 
Schumann. The literary style of 
Schumann was suave and witty, en- 
tirely delightful, in fact, and he had 
a following in his time, even among 
those readers who were not vitally 
interested in music. Of course the 
field for criticism was unlimited and 
inspiring: it was a time of almost 
unprecedented musical activity. 
Schumann was the first great critic 
of modern music. 


During the first half of the nine- 
teenth century Leipsig was the mu- 
sical center of Europe, and it was 
there that the critics and writers up- 
on music gathered. It was there 
that many musical publications 
flourished and there, also, 
Schumann published his magazine. 
The greatest two forces in Leipsig 
were the Gewandhoaus concerts and 
the brilliant Leipsig Conservatory. 
Mendelssohn was the originator of 
the plan for the conservatory, and it 
was he who obtained 20,000 thalers 


from the King of Saxony for the 
pecuniary basis.

All they can hope fer is 
a state of stalemate, but to bring 
about this they must remove Ver- 
dun and occupy the banks of the 
Meuse, because, as long as Verdun 
commands, the Valley of the Meuse 
the possibility of an offensive is 
still open to the French. With the 
fall of Verdun, the campaign might 
be indefinitely prolonged er result 
in a compromise. 
The Germans have reached the 
zenith of their potentiality; they 
have made a remarkable effort, 
proof of their preparedness and effi- 
ciency. They desire peace now on 
their own terms, knowing full well 
they cannot retain the favorable 
position they hold. Having to face 
refusal they prepare for the future. 
The most important step in this 
direction is the forcing of the

Because the present line across 
France is too extensive and no long- 
er of any advantage except that it 
necessitates the retention of vast 
armies.

This line would re- 
quire some 1,000,000 leas effectives 
to hold, shorten communications, 
would retain the control of the port 
of Antwerp and the eastern half of 
Belgium, including the foundries of 
liege. It would abandon Northern 
France with the exception of the 
Meurthe-Haute-Woevre part of 
the Ardennes; would e robbed 
France of the most feasible point of 
offense. The change in the political 
position is at once apparent, and the 
military advantage will be easily un- 
derstood on reference to the map.

On being asked if inter- 
vention would meet with the views 
of Her Majesty's government, he 
said, “Intervention had indeed been 
considered, but that the only form 
it could possibly take would be to 
place the fleet of Great Britain at 
the disposd! of the President of the 
United States ( 75, footnote.)” 

‘This was Mr. Ifour’s informal 
way of serving notice upon his visi- 
tor, the emissary from the powers, 
that England would not stand for 
concerted action against the United 
States. And from trusted informa- 
tion I may add the colorful touch 
that “a very much ruffled ambassa- 
dor left the room.” 

With the above loyalty contrast

Colonial Secretary of Great Britain, 
wrote, *.. . a fortnight ago (do 
not quote me as the authority) the 
German Emperor said to a friend 
of mine. “If I had had @ larger fleet 
I would have taken Unele Sam by 
the scruff of the neck”-—and this 
represents the view of the older 
monarchies who begin to desire a 
Monroe Doctrine for Europe, - But, 
in view of the attitude of this coun- 
try, they dare not move. You are 
therefore free to work out your 
destiny.” 

The reader may draw his own 
conclusion as to the balking of Ger- 
many’s ulterfor motives. 

What is to be the result of this 
sort of “letting the cat out of the 
bae”—out of the bag of “secret 
diplomacy?” It should be the dis- 
covery by Americans of the coun- 
tries that are likely to be our 
friends in foreign affairs.
